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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 7/13/07 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention. 
These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

a) the species as disclosed on pages 24-33 of the disclosure and as identified in applicants' 
remarks of 7/13/07, 

b) the species as disclosed on pages 33-36 of the disclosure, 

c) the species as disclosed on pages 36-37 of the disclosure. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims 
readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to 
additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an 
allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, applicant 
must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 
1 . The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 

a), claims 14-17 drawn to a linear arm for the optical components (heating components) of the 
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disclosed inventions, 

b) claims 18-22 drawn to two swing arms for the optical and magnetic flux components of the 
disclosed inventions, 

c) claim 23 drawn to a single slider (floating) having both the heating element (optical) and the 
magnetic read and write head component in a singular unit of the disclosed inventions. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due to their 
mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search (e.g., searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); and/or the prior art 
applicable to one species would not likely be applicable to another species; and/or the species are likely 
to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

The following claim(s) are generic: NONE 

2. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical features for 
the following reasons: 

a) the linear arm of species a, 

b) the two swing arms of species b, 

c) the singular slider unit for both the heating (optical) and magnetic read and write head.
